gest headlines for the American Guernsey Association in 1995. 
With the new year upon us, let’s review some of last year’s Guernsey 
milestones and obstacles. 

* OCS Dairy Diadoras Lil Foot produced 1,911 pounds of but- 
terfat in 305 days breaking the previous world class leading record 
by over 100 pounds of butterfat. Congratulations to the Smith Family 
of Jefferson, Maryland, for breeding and developing “Lil Foot”. In 
addition to this outstanding record, the AGA recognized 53 class lead- 
ing records from 33 cows for the first three quarters of 1995. 

¢ The formation of the Golden Guernsey\Beta-Life Committee 
and the positive actions taken by committee members has been re- 
freshing to witness. This committee is divided into two task forces: 
research/development and promotion. 

* Guernsey Marketing Service successfully conducted two pre- 
mier consignment sales with the National Convention Sale and the 
International Guernsey Classic. Thank you to Bill Josi, Rollie Lin- 
coln and Clark Vilter for their assistance in managing these sales 
with GMS. We want to thank the many breeders who assisted in 
making these sales a success. In addition to these sales, GMS plans 
to co-host the Upper Midwest Spring Sale with lowa, Minnesota and 
Wisconsin GBAs in 1996. 

¢ Foreign demand for U.S. Guernsey genetics is at an all-time 
high. U.S. Guernsey cattle and embryos were sold to foreign breed- 
ers in Australia, Japan, United Kingdom, Brazil, Ecuador and Puerto 
Rico. 

* Guernsey Marketing Service increased private treaty sales by 
180 percent over the previous year and co-managed the Wheatland 
dispersal with the Pennsylvania GBA. 

¢ Guernsey breeders are to be commended for the quality of cattle 
shown at the four national Guernsey shows. Congratulations to all of 
the winners! Thank you to the many breeders and organizations who 
sponsored awards at these shows. 

¢ The World Guernsey Cattle Federation World Conference was 
held in Hamilton, New Zealand. At this conference, a global breed- 
ing program emphasizing protein production was set into motion. 

¢ The AGA recognized many outstanding achievements at our 
National Convention in Hillsboro, Oregon. Thank you to the Oregon 
Guernsey breeders for hosting a successful National Guernsey Con- 
vention 

¢ The AGA youth programs continue to provide our future breed- 
ers with opportunities to participate in many programs. Congratula- 
tions to all award winners and many thanks to those who supported 
youth through donations or working with activities. 

* The AGA restructured staff positions in 1995. These changes, 
in addition to some computer network problems, caused some re- 
ports and the Guernsey Breeders’ Journal to be behind schedule. With 
the new year and a computer network that has been upgraded to have 
more capacity, we intend to provide information to our membership 
in a more timely fashion. 

¢ Looking at the AGA’s preliminary 1995 financial statistics, it 
appears we will have our second positive cash flow year. Unfortu- 
nately, we won’t have a positive net balance for 1995. The AGA 
Board of Directors has approved a budget with a net income of 
$1,215.00 for 1996. 

¢ The 1995 registration totals showed that 7,387 animals were 
registered. The AGA Board of Directors set goals to maintain regis- 
trations at this level in 1996. 

It is satisfying to see the many positives the Guernsey breed and 
members accomplished in 1995. Continual recognition of these suc- 
cesses does promote our breed. However, recognizing and addressing 
problem areas is also important. The AGA does address many of the 
obstacles that face Guernsey breeders as well as the entire dairy in- 
dustry. The board of directors, staff and members routinely analyze 
services provided by the AGA to make them profitable for members. 
I encourage you to take a look at programs and promotion tools of- 
fered by the AGA to benefit your farm.

Lloyd J. Frazier 

Lloyd J. Frazier, Rougilla Farm, Bar Har- 
bor, Maine, died December 30, 1995, after 
several years of declining health. Lloyd was 
born May 18, 1903, the son of Mr. and Mrs.

Mike Seath, the first classifier on the 
farm, stated that the Rougilla herd was, at 
the time, the best farmer-bred herd on the 
East Coast. Lloyd continued to breed Guern- 
seys until the mid 1980’s - over 60 years. 
His herd was divided and improved sev- 
eral herds in Maine and Vermont, adding 
production, type and the polled trait. He is

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William Lee (Bill) Moore, Jr., died Mon- 
day, January 8, 1996, at his dairy in Plano, 
Texas. Although he was born in Middlesboro, 
Kentucky, on May 20, 1924, Mr. Moore lived 
his entire life in Dallas and Plano, Texas.

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Round Table Discussion 
With AGA Finance Committee 


he following round table discussion 

features members of the American 

Guernsey Association Board of Di- 
rectors who are on the Finance Committee. 
Cline Brubaker of Rocky Mount, Virginia, 
AGA president, represents District 6; Peter 
Coon of Amenia, New York, represents Dis- 
trict 1; John Morrow of Tyron, Pennsylva- 
nia, chairs the committee and represents 
District 2; and Eldon Moss of lowa City, 
Iowa, represents District 5. 


We didn’t meet last year’s budget. What 
are your thoughts about this? 


Brubaker - I’m disappointed to think that 
the dairy industry is in such a condition that 
people think that they can get along with- 
out the American Guernsey Association. 


Coon - After the moratorium, registrations 
declined more than anticipated. This, along 
with a decrease in advertisements and an 
increase in outstanding debts, made it harder 
to accomplish our goals. 


Morrow - My first thoughts are of disap- 
pointment and frustration, but it must be 
pointed out that expenses were cut over 
$25,000 from 1994. 


Moss - | am disappointed, but I feel we all 
must work harder as a membership to keep 
the number of registrations coming in. 


The board just approved a positive budget 
for the first time in seven years. Is this 


realistic? What must happen to meet this 
budget? 


Brubaker - | feel that this budget is realis- 
tic as long as dairy farmers have positive 
milk checks. The milk check must be greater 
than this year’s expenses, particularly the 
feed and fertilizer bills. 


Coon - Yes. We must maintain registrations 
and continue to have breeder participation 
in AGA programs such as TPE, sales and 
advertisements. 


Morrow - This is realistic considering milk 
prices must be above the 1995 levels so 
people have money to register and use the 
AGA programs available to them. 


Moss - I would like to hope so. If we are 
going to meet this budget, we must work 
hard to get in registrations. As directors, we 
must take the activity reports provided to 
us by staff and call the people in our areas 
that are behind. We must all be willing to 
offer help. 


What actions has the board taken over the 
last few years to lead the association in a 
positive direction financially? 


Brubaker - Board and staff have worked 
together to be realistic. The number of staff 
has been reduced making staff become more 
diversified and efficient than two years ago. 


Coon - | feel that we are beginning to run 
the association like we run our farms with

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decline in income. A lot of the credit must 
be given to the staff for cutting expenses, 
becoming more efficient and finding new 
sources of incomes, such as working with 
other breed associations. 


Morrow - The board has reduced staff, in- 
creased the ad to editorial ratio in the Jour- 
nal, disciplined our approach to accounts 
receivable, reduced appraisal costs by joint 
appraisal system with Brown Swiss and 
have cut costs in other areas. We are also 
still looking for ways to work with other 
breed associations to save money. 

The board has increased income by milk 
marketing through Beta-Life and reviving 
the Golden Guernsey trademark. Members 
are also taking on more responsibilities due 
to the reduction of staff.

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The following dairy outlook was written by 
Ken Bailey, Commercial Agriculture Dairy 


Extension Economist with the University of 


Missouri. 


he outlook for 1996 is lackluster 
given low beef prices and no farm 
bill. On the other hand, we won’t 


face an immediate deregulation in 1996 and 
milk prices will surely be higher. 


Current Situation 

Beef and feed prices are causing cash flow 
problems for dairy producers all across the 
country. According to Glenn Grimes of the 
University of Missouri, we are five years 
into a beef cycle that is resulting in record 
slaughter levels and low beef prices. Grimes 
says we can expect low beef prices for an- 
other two years. These beef prices, however, 
have not resulted in a major reduction in 
culling rates on dairy farms as many had 
expected. Dairy cow slaughter is only 
slightly below a year ago. Cow numbers on 
farms have been relatively stable and are 
beginning to decline. 

The higher feed prices are due to low 
supply of high quality alfalfa hay and a short 
crop for corn, soybeans and wheat. Other 
feed grains and alternative feed prices are 
bid up. All dairy producers are feeling a cash 
flow pinch. The milk-feed price ratio, how- 
ever, suggests higher milk prices are help- 
ing somewhat. A good spring planting in 
1996 should ease higher feed prices. 

Milk production in November for 22 se- 
lect states was even with production the 
same month a year ago. A slight increase in 
production per cow was offset with lower 
cow numbers. The Northeast and Upper 
Midwest showed slight gains. That com- 
pares with lower production in the Cornbelt 
and Texas. Production in California and 
Washington was even with a year ago. 

The prices for cheese and nonfat dry milk 
are at their seasonal peak, but will fall in 
the weeks ahead. The drop will be cush- 
ioned by a short milk supply. 

Prices for 40-pound blocks on the Na- 
tional Cheese Exchange remain at $1.42. A 
tight supply of cheese and a strong holiday 
demand are keeping cheese prices high. 
Demand for process cheese has slipped a 
bit, resulting in a drop in barrel cheese 
prices. February cheese futures on the Cof- 
fee, Sugar and Cocoa Exchange are rising, 
suggesting the market is looking for stable 
prices in January/February. 

The market price for grade AA butter on 
the Chicago Mercantile Exchange collapsed 
$.40 a pound due to weak holiday butter 
sales. The market will likely rebound as a 
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Dairy Outlook 


result of strong international demand and 
suppliers rebuilding depleted stocks. 
Prices for nonfat dry milk are stronger 
than expected. Normally milk is diverted to 
butter/powder plants during the holiday sea- 
son. However, a weak butter price is caus- 
ing more milk to end up in cheese vats. The 
higher nonfat dry milk prices are only tem- 
porary and will drop again by February. 


Outlook 

Overall milk production will not grow 
significantly in 1996. cow numbers will drop 
slightly (less than half a percent) because 
of financial stress. Production per cow will 
rise just 0.5 to 1.2% the first two quarters 
of 1996 due to the high feed costs. Produc- 
tion per cow should then rebound in the 
summer and fall if weather conditions are 
good and feed grain prices fall. Production 
in 1996 should be up just 1.5% from 1995 
levels. 

Demand is expected to continue to grow 
in 1996. Inflation is expected to remain in 
check and unemployment low. The economy 
should grow at 2 to 2.5% (real GDP). 

Consumption of dairy products continues 
to grow due to population growth and mod- 
est export growth. Domestic consumption 
per person, however, shows a slow-down for 


most dairy products. Per capita consump- 
tion for fluid milk, butter and ice cream is 
down 1.3%, 6.3%, and 1.9% respectively. 
Growth for American and other cheeses 
(mostly Italian) is up a modest 0.9% and 
1.3%. Nonfat dry milk consumption is down 
2.9%. What these numbers don’t show, how- 
ever, is growth in overseas demand. Total 
commercial consumption for butter, which 
includes exports, was up 9.1% from a year 
ago during the January-September period. 

Consumption of dairy products in 1996 
is likely to continue the same trends. Per 
capita consumption of fluid milk and ice 
cream will likely decline although possibly 
at a slower rate. Modest increases in cheese 
consumption will be realized. Butter has 
good opportunities in 1996 due to low prices 
relative to margarine and improved con- 
sumer attitudes. Export potential also looks 
good. Commercial disappearance of milk 
(on a butterfat basis) is expected to be up 
2.7% compared to a 4% gain in 1995. 

Milk prices during the first two to three 
quarters of 1996 will be higher than in 1995 
because of tight milk supplies. Look for 
annual average milk prices in 1996 to be up 
$.30 to $.50 per cwt from 1995 levels. Pro- 
ducers will have to watch their cash flows 
closely until feed prices fall.

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1995 All-American Nomination Summary 


es, it is that time of year that top 

y breeders across the county show 

their prize Guernseys without the 

benefit of the showring or one judge’s op- 

tion. These animals have to stand on the 

merits of a single photograph and their past 
show experiences. 

The 1995 show season saw a total of 588 
animals pass through the show rings of the 
four national shows. The nominating com- 
mittee had the opportunity to view 113 en- 
tries for the All-American contest. The com- 
mittee consisted of this year’s four national 
show judges, Robert Griggs, Seminole, 
Oklahoma, NGS-Sacramento; Norman Hill, 
Woodbine, Maryland, NGS-Harrisburg; Ken 
Empey, Dorchester, Ontario, NGS-Madison; 
and Wayne Sliker, St. Paris, Ohio, NGS- 
Louisville. 

The Owners 

Representatives from 20 states enrolled 
113 nominees in this year’s All-American 
contest. Ohio topped the list of states for 
the second consecutive year for the most 
nominations with 18. Pennsylvania, who is 
also a strong contender, took the second 
place spot with 14 nominees. Wisconsin 
held on to the number three spot again this 
year with 13 nominations. 

The Ayars Family from Mechanicsburg, 
Ohio, had the most nominations with 11.

he next few months will be a test case 
Ts to whether the dairy market 

works. Cheese prices and hence milk 
prices normally declines during the spring 
months in response to increased levels of 
milk production. The cheese and milk fu- 
tures are reflecting pessimism regarding 
future milk prices. But if milk prices fall 
much further, dairy farmers who are facing 
low beef prices and high feed bills will re- 
spond with much less milk. If the market 
does work and wants milk, then cheese 
prices will not fall very much below $1.27 
and the BFP will fall to just $11.75 this 


spring. 


Cheese Prices Declining 

Cheese prices on the National Cheese 
Exchange for 40 pound blocks declined from 
$1.42 per pound in December to $1.38 by 
mid-January. Barrels were the first to show 
signs of weakness followed by blocks. 
Cheese prices, however, leveled off and a 
sharp price decline was avoided. The ques-

tion is how long will cheese prices hold up? 

One argument for firm cheese prices is 
the supply of milk is very limited. Milk pro- 
duction has not increased (from the same 
month a year earlier) for the past two 
months. Also, cow numbers are beginning 
to decline due to farm financial stress. Tight- 
ness has also been reflected in the fact that 
there hasn’t been any removals of surplus 
dairy products by the government for 
months. As of January 5 there were no un- 
committed stocks of butter or cheese and 
only 14 million pounds of unfortified non- 
fat dry milk. 

The milk supply is tight due to low cull 
cow prices and high feed prices which are 
limiting both milk production per cow and 
cow numbers. 

Expect cheese prices to begin to decline 
after the Superbowl but will remain above 
$1.30 through the middle of April. There- 
after it will fall to $1.28. 

Prices for nonfat dry milk are also high 
in response to tight stocks and strong world 
market conditions. Prices will quickly 
weaken as we enter the spring flush and 
production for nonfat dry milk builds. Ex- 
pect nonfat dry milk prices to fall to the new 
support price by May.

Milk Production Tight 

Six of the top ten dairy states showed re- 
duced production levels from the same 
month a year ago. Milk production in De- 
cember totaled 11.094 billion pounds for 22 
select states. The West Coast states of Cali- 
fornia and Washington were both down 1.5 
and 0.7 percent. Texas is rebounding, but 
still down by 0.8 percent. The Upper Mid- 
west and the Northeast, however, is ahead 
of last year. 


Dairy Policy 

The National Milk Producers Federation 
(NMPF) has forged a compromise plan that 
would end Commodity Credit Corporation 
(CCC) price support purchases of butter and 
nonfat dry milk, continue CCC price sup- 
ports of cheese and eliminate all federal 
assessments paid by producers. The plan 
would also fix Class I milk prices at rela- 
tively high January 1996 levels, nationally 
pool 80 cents per cwt of all Class I milk 
prices, create a Class IV price of milk for 
butter/powder use, nationally pool the dif- 
ference between the Class IV and Class III 
prices, and require the USDA to consoli- 
date federal milk marketing orders from the 
current 33 into eight to 13 orders during the 
two-year transition period. 

The most contentious issue is sharing the 
proceeds of federal order pool between those 
with relatively high Class I utilization lev- 
els (i.e. the Southeast and Northeast) with 
those with a low Class I utilization level (i.e. 
the Upper Midwest). A political agreement 
within NMPF was reached by raising the 
Class I prices in every order. 

The major obstacle to dairy legislation, 
however, is having a budget bill agreed 
upon. Without a budget deal it is very likely 
there will be no dairy legislation. However, 
at the moment dairy is not included in the 
budget reconciliation package that Congress 
and the Administration is working on. Thus 
even if a deal is struck, dairy would be 
treated as a separate piece of legislation. 
That, however, could change if an agreement 
is reached between NMPF and the rest of 
the dairy industry. 


Milk Forecast 

The Basic Formula Price (BFP) will re- 
main at around $12.90 in January and will 
begin a gradual decline to $11.74 by May. 
That compares to a low of $11.12 the same 
month a year ago. Firm cheese prices will 
cushion the expected fall in the milk pro- 
duction. The first half of 1996 is expected 
to expand less than one percent ahead of 
the same period in 1995. Thus the expected 
drop in mailbox milk prices will be much 
less than what it was a year ago due to a 
relatively tight milk supply. 
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Every year the American Guernsey As- 
sociation applies for grants from the For- 
eign Agriculture Services program for for- 
eign travel to promote U.S. Guernsey ge- 
netics. The AGA received funds for work in 
Ecuador, and Dave and Jill Trotter of Enon 
Valley, Pennsylvania, were asked to go rep- 
resenting U.S. Guernsey breeders. The fol- 
lowing is their story. 


arly August was an exciting day for 

Dave and Jill Trotter. They are 

Guernsey breeders from Pennsylva- 
nia and are partners in Trotacre Farm. Why 
was it an exciting day? Neil Jensen, AGA 
executive secretary, called and asked them 
to represent American Guernsey breeders 
in Ecuador. 

Ecuador is located in the Northwest cor- 
ner of South America. It is one of the four 
smallest countries. The climate varies and 
the season is opposite of ours. 

It all began with passports, extensive 
shots, malaria pills, packing and much ad- 
vice on eating and drinking of the water. 
On September 8, 1995, they flew from Pitts- 
burgh to Miami to Ecuador. Total travel time 
was approximately 13 hours. At the airport, 
they met their host Pedro Roldan. Pedro is 
a dairyman and vice president of Finagro, a 
financial lending institution, and very en- 
thusiastic towards Guernseys, dairying in 
general, and helping the people of Ecuador. 

Their first stop was to get a late night 
snack and to discuss the itinerary for the 
upcoming 10 days. They were told day two 
would include local touring and relaxing due 
to the traveling and high altitude. They both 
chuckled to themselves, but soon found that 
Pedro was correct. Shortness of breach and 
weakness resulted that evening, and the 
Trotters questioned themselves, “Why are 
we here?” 

Day two was a beautiful day. They awoke 
and saw the wonderful scenery. The moun- 
tains were just beautiful. They traveled to 
Pedro’s farm and saw his herd of cattle 
which included Guernseys. They toured the 
Equator monument, museums and a huge 
non-active volcano. That evening, they saw 
70 Jerseys which were just imported from 
the U.S. Dave also had first-hand experi- 
ence of driving in downtown Quito, the capi- 
tol city. If you know Dave, you can just imag- 
ine how much of a thrill this was for him. 

Let’s get back to Guernseys and the rea- 
son for the trip. Promotion of Guernseys was 
their number one priority. They took with 
them promotional literature, registration 
applications, professional cow pictures, by- 
laws of the AGA, pins from the AGA and 
Pennsylvania Department of Agriculture, 
and pens from Atlantic, American Breed-

ers Service and the AGA. These were all 
well received by breeders, kids, bankers, 
hosts and even our stewardist. So, if you 
are ever on a USAir flight, make sure you 
look at your stewardist’s lapel pins. 

They stayed most of the time with their 
host’s parents, Mr. and Mrs. Roldan at their 
estate in Quito. They were very friendly and 
hospitable, as were most all of the Ecua- 
dorians. Some of the other touristry high- 
lights include getting to see a live bull fight, 
shopping in downtown Quito (they got pretty 
good at bargaining), Dave getting to show a 
Jersey and a Holstein at the Machachi Fair, 
Dave clipping Pedro’s showstring which 
included four Guernseys for the fair, and 
making a two hour long journey aver a chain 
of mountains to the tropical area of Santo 
Domingo. 

Days three through nine were spent pro- 
moting the Guernsey breed throughout the 
country. On September 10 and 11 they trav- 
eled up and over the mountain ranges to a 
city called Santo Domingo. This was quite 
an exciting trip as they never had such a 
ride in their life! The tropical scenery was 
just breath-taking, as well as the one lane 
continual winding up and over two hours 
worth of mountain ranges. 

Once they got there, they toured several 
farms, one milk processing plant, and were 
the guest speakers at a meeting with ap- 
proximately 50 attendees. On that day, they 
learned a little more about their culture. 
They learned about the “Ecuadorian Hour” 
which happened quite frequently during 
their trip. The meeting that day was sup- 
posed to start at 3:00 p.m., however, the 
people arrived and the meeting actually 
started at 4:30 p.m. This was just one bit of 


their culture they had a hard time adjusting 
to. The meeting went well and they pro- 
moted U.S. Guernseys. 

On September 12, they visited with Pedro 
at Finagro, the lending bank of which their 
host is the vice president. They met several 
key employees and told them of their inten- 
tions. Then they traveled to the town of 
Menegal and visited three local dairymen 
and stopped at a local farm store. They re- 
viewed how to register calves, how to read 
a U.S. pedigree and how to set up by-laws. 
They also reviewed import health require- 
ments. 

September 13 to 17 was spent at the 
Machachi Fair. Many people were explained 
the advantages of U.S. Guernseys. They 
spoke over the sound system at the show 
ring to the people in the grandstands and 
along the ring. They conducted a display of 
four Guernseys and spoke about their quali- 
ties and characteristics as they were led 
around the ring. These Guernseys were kept 
on display at the fair and the Trotters con- 
tinued to talk with inquiring people. It was 
at this fair that Dave led both a Jersey and a 
Holstein into the show ring. 

Their experience at the fair was fun and 
worthwhile as they met key people inter- 
ested in the Guernsey breed. They also had 
the opportunity to meet with a veterinarian 
and discussed successes of embryo transfer 
and possibilities of U.S. Guernseys as do- 
nors. They also got the opportunity to view 
sexing of embryos which they found very 
interesting. 

On September 18, Dave and Jill traveled 
home to find their three daughters and the 


rest of their family anxiously awaiting. The

Board of Directors at the December 

1 and 2, 1995, board meeting. 


Full Board 

¢ The Board accepted an invitation from the 
Ohio GBA to host the 1999 National Guern- 
sey Convention. 


Finance 

¢ The Board approved a positive budget of 
$1,235 for 1996. It has been seven years 
since the AGA has approved a positive bud- 
get. We believe we have set realistic, but 
challenging, goals for the association. 

¢ Effective immediately the interest on 
monthly invoices will increase from 1.75% 
to 2%. 

¢ A stricter collection policy on over-due 
accounts was established. The AGA will 
stop service on unpaid accounts over four 
months unless a payment plan is set up, and 
business will only be done on cash basis 
until the account is current. 

¢ The state registration rebate program did 
not increase registrations as anticipated; 
therefore, the program was eliminated. 


Marketing 

¢ The Board agreed that Guernsey Market- 
ing Service should co-manage a spring sale 
with Minnesota, Iowa and Wisconsin GBAs. 
This sale will be in addition to the 1996 
International Guernsey Classic and 1996 
National Convention Sale. 


AGA Board Updates 


¢ Foreign sales commission was reduced 
from 15% to 10%. 

¢ All parties will be paid two weeks fol- 
lowing a sale and buyers will be charged 
1.5% interest 10 days after the sale if GMS 
has not received payment. 

¢ The parent average protein requirements 
for Guernsey Gold calves was increased 
from 55P$ to 75P$. 

¢ The Golden Guernsey/Beta-Life Commit- 
tee will be providing the membership with 
updates in the Guernsey Breeders’ Journal. 


Records 
¢ The Board approved two changes to the 
appraisal program effective January 1, 1996. 
Both changes reward longevity. 

1. All first, second and third lactation 
cows are now required to be scored. 

2. A maximum score per lactation has 
been set for cows that are classified Excel- 
lent.

¢ The AGA will not charge a transfer fee 
for domestic sale of embryos. Instead, breed- 
ers will pay a transfer fee at the time they 
register a calf resulting from the embryos 
purchased.

¢ It was decided that first quarter TPE lac- 
tation reports are often not complete enough 
to be a worthy management tool so they will 
not be sent out to TPE herds. The other three 
quarterly reports will still be mailed to TPE 
herds. 

¢ The $10 flush listing fee will not be 
charged to the breeder until they register the 
first calf from a flush. 

¢ Staff was directed to initiate a Young Sire 
Production Contest provided adequate fund- 
ing can be obtained. 


Promotion 

¢ It was approved to extend the Western 
National Show to a three-year trial period. 
¢ To increase participation in the NGS-Lou- 
isville senior yearling-in-milk class, the 
board directed staff to allocate the money 
not used in other cow classes to the senior 
yearling in milk class. 

¢ The board authorized the implementation 
of the “Walk of Fame” in Sulpher Springs, 
Texas, with a replica and book to be kept in 
the national Guernsey office. 


The directors and staff discussed the impor- 
tance of keeping the membership up-to-date 
on issues and association happenings. If you 
have questions about the recent board meet- 
ing or you would like more information, 
please call the AGA office or any of the di- 
rectors.
